The momentum of the rising movement must not sub- 
side. The demand for a $1,000 exemption, with a Géorge- 

bill the very ‘minimum, must rise. It is primarily up 
to the labor movement to lend the needed direction for 
this struggle. The next few days will be decisive. The 
House Ways and Means Committee should hear from the

A DEMAND for state and federal intervention to halt 
anti-Negro mobs at a federal housing project here was press- 
ed. by Chicagoans this week in the face of a confession of 


failure by the om administration. | 


_ Chicago authorities have .ad- 
mitted giving way to the landlord- 
organized mobs at the peste The 
latest in a long series of violent at- 
tacks came this week, leaving 
bloodshed and wreckage at the 
Trumbull Park Homes. 


Francis McPeek, executive direc- 
tor of Mayor Kennelly’s Commis- 
sion on Human Relations, made a 
shamefaced admission on_ behalf 
of the city administration. He said 
that “Trumbull Park is not only 
our greatest failure here but one 
of the greatest in the nation.” 


CITIZENS here have charged 
that the city ‘administration is 
closely linked with the mob ele- 
ments. One of the most active in- 
citers of anti-Negro sentiment in 
the area is the powerful alder- 
man of the 10th Ward, Emil Pa- 
. cini. He is also head of the City 
Council Committee on Housing. 


Pacini has worked with the

spoken frequently at their hate-
